The improvement 
comprises that incrementing a second counter for each occurrence of a 
second duration to provide a second total value, the second duration 
corresponding the selected duration plus a time interval; determining a bit 
rate of the signal using a weighted average corresponding to the first and 
the second total values so as to improve the ability of the automatically 
detecting the bit rate of a signal.
